There was 
Grst an amendment that Continnation 
Education should be given only to selects 
ed children, This was supported on the 
ground that the proposals of the Bill nre 
not yet fully understood, and that it 
would be wiser, in the first instance, to 
give’ this instruction only to those who, 
up to the age of fourteen’ have shown 
the greatest, aptitude. | So vital an 
alteration would. strike at the whole basis 
of. the measure, ‘which ix to prevent thp 


hwaste, involved in our present inefficient 


system.” We are spending thirty millions 
a year on Elementary Education, 
most of it ix wasted because thin q 
ention '’ comes ‘to an end before 
had. time to fruetify. Children are 
turned out into the world in thousands 
essentially ignorant and barely able even 
to spell correctly, Moreover; a secondary 
vif it is secondary—object of the Con- 
tinuation Schools will be to improve the. 
physique of young people, which the war 
has shown to be seriously ‘defective. 
Physical exercises-will “fdim an .import- 
ant part of the curriculum, and it would 
be absurd to withdraw’ these advantages 
from a large proportion of.the children. 
Next an attempt was made to plate 
attendance at Continuation Schools on 
a voluntary basis. We agree that (it 
would be better to have a voluntary 
arrangement of this kind than not to 
haye it at all, if we eould be sure that 
any rea] advantage would be taken of it. 
But we'do not believe that it would; amd 
so-long as elementary’ education is comi- 
pulsory there is no. logical reason why 
continuation cducatioh should not’ be 
compulsory also, The’ one point that we 
must steadily keep before us is that, now 
that the country willbe, under the new 
electoral law, upon, a completely demo. 
cratic basis, it is vita) that the democracy 
should be educated. We dare not trust 
the future of the Empire to/an ignorant,

a MR. DOYLE’S STORY. . 
Mr. Doyle's accownt of the jnterview,1 


give in bis own words:—~ . 

Jt was in August of 1907 that my wife 
and 1 were staying at the Hotel Kaiser. 
beff, where Count, von Arnim was.in re: 
sidence. He was’ then about ‘70° years 
old—perhaps advancing beyond the age 
of dixcretion. In appearance the Count 
was gentlemanly. and quite ‘untike’ the 
typical German. . For same years he had 
been German. Ambassador in Paris, and 
he was.Parisian and courtly in bis, man: 
ner, . He spoke English perfectly, We 
met frequently and became quite friend 
ly. One evening he: invited me to: his 
rooms, 


“Give me an hour, and I will tell you 
something worth knowing,” he said. 


I went to bis apartments and we talked 
for two hours» He was obsessed by the 
dream of world dominion} and in a burst 
of confidence, at-indiscretion, he told me 
that he was one of five raen who sat round 
a table in Bismarck’s house in the sum- 
mer of 1862. It was thevhistoric mectiug 
ac which William 1, Von Reon, Von: 
Moltke, and Bismarck were present." Von 
Arnim attended at Bismarck’s. private 
seeretary, I, was at that’ meeting that 
the policy of. Blood and Iron was, first 
launched with the deliberate aim_ of 
World Conquest. It was then that Bis- 
marck first mentioned what afterwards 
became an official formula with the Gor- 
man General Staff: That in the oceupied 
territories through which the German 
armies marched, the inhabitants should 
be left ‘‘ only their eyes to weep with.” 
.The policy of world-domination having. 
been formulated, two years were occu pied 
in completing details, and then, in 1864, 
it was decided to make war on Denmark, 
“ Historians | differ,”’. observed ‘Count 
von Arnim, “,and none of theny bas given 
the real. reason for the war with Den- 
mark. The real reason was that looking 
ahend to the, Great War (which the Count 
predicted would take place in 1915), the 
Kiel Canal became d necessary, part of 
‘German preparatidn.
